Its head, Dr. Sigismund 
S. 
Goldwater, 
says 
that 
“anything 
which affects the health of the people 
of a city is a subject of concern to 
the health officials,” and in accord­ 
ance with this view he has declared 
war on liquor. 
“It is nonsense,” he 
says, “to go on fighting disease and 
crime if we don’t do something to abol­ 
ish 
the chief factor 
in 
causation. 
There are too many people sick from 
liquor in New York city—th a t’s enough 
for me. 
. . . 
I want it understood 
that this is to be a real fight. 
It Is 
not enough to make occasional depre­ 
catory mention of alcohol and its re­ 
sults; we m ust have a definite antial­ 
cohol program. 
The Jwork of the 
health departm ent in this field will 
henceforth be systematic, aggressive 
and unrem itting.” 
Every means of 
publicity will be utilized in this cam­ 
paign. 
It will be spectacular and in 
the vernacular, the rich m an’s cham­ 
pagne and highballs, as well as the 
poor m an’s “third rail” whisky and 
beer, will be the object of attack. 
For months the New York state 
board of health has been giving out 
to the press of the state, under the

A preliminary report by the commis­ 
sioner of internal revenue suggests the 
inference that the war tax imposed 
by the act of Oct- 23, 1914, which ex­ 
pires by limitation in December, will 
have to be re-enacted next season If 
a bond Issue is to be avoided. 
Anoth­ 
er Inference to be drawn from the sta­ 
tistics furnished is that there are in 
the. country about 345 persons with an­ 
nual Incomes of more than $500,000 
and about forty-one whose incomes 
are 11*000,000 or more. 
The total receipts of internal revenue 
for the year ended June 30, 1915, 
amounted to $415,669,876.30, an in­ 
crease of $35,660,482.34 over collections 
for the preceding year, the receipts 
for which were the highest up to that 
time. 
But $52,069,000 of this came 
from the war tax, without which there 
would have been a decrease of about 
$17,000,000. 
Even with the war tax 
the government is running on a m onth­ 
ly deficit of $15,000,000, so that with­ 
out an unexjiected increase In customs 
or internal revenues or an Issue of 
bonds the supply of cash on hand 
would soou be reduced .to the danger 
point 
The 
ceipts from the war tax are 
divided in the report as follows: 
Wines, champagne, liqueurs, cordials, 
etc., $2,307,301.97; grape brandy used 
in fortification of sweet wines, $138,- 
883.56; fermented liquors (additional 
50 cents per barrel), $18,713,079.88; 
special taxes relating to m anufacture 
and sale of tobacco, cigars and ciga­ 
rettes, $2,486,616.36; special taxes, in­ 
cluding those of the operations of 
bankers, 
brokers, etc., $4,967,179.18; 
Schedule A (documentary stamps, etc.), 
$20,494,474.75; Schedule B (perfumery, 
cosmetics, etc.), $2,961,400.59; toal, $52,- 
069,126.29. 
“It should be noted,” says the re­ 
port, “that under the provisions of the 
act above mentioned receipts are for 
fractional parts of the fiscal year, as 
the tax on wines, grape brandy and 
fermented 
liquors 
became 
effective 
O ct 23, 1914, the special taxes on Nov. 
1 and stam p taxes on articles enumer­ 
ated in Schedules A and B on Dec. 1 
following.”

Effective Sept. 1, the sender of au 
ordinary parcel of fourth class mall 
may obtain a receipt, for which a fee 
of 1 cent will be charged. 
Issuance of a receipt does not In­ 
sure the parrel against loss in the 
malls, and no receipt is obtained from 
the addressee on delivery. Persons de­ 
siring such facilities m ust insure par­ 
cels. 
The receipt is to provide senders 
with a record evidencing the mailing. 
Tags on which the name and address 
of the person to receive the parcel 
may be written will be supplied on 
application at the general postofflce or 
any regular station. 
The sender may 
also w rite his own name on the tag 
and affix to it a one cent stamp. The 
tag Is tied to the parcel before mail­ 
ing.

Th e truth is th at any one can make 
good cake, if a good recipe is followed, 
th e best ingredients used, th e m eas­ 
urements are accurate, th e pans prop­ 
erly prepared, th e oven h eat regu 
lated and th e baking carefully watch ed.

pose flour or a special pastry flour. 
Th e kind of flour m akes a wonderful 
difference in th e ligh tness of th e cake. 
Th orough sifting of th e flour is one of 
th e secrets of perfect cake. 
Good 
cake-bakers will sift th eir flour from 
th ree to five times. 
Sift th e baking 
powder with it and dip it with a spoon 
or a scoop.. 
To mix cakes th at do not contain 
butter separate th e y olks from th e 
wh ites of th e eggs. 
Beat th e y olks 
until th ick and about th e color of a 
lemon. 
Add sugar gradually and con­ 
tinue beating. Th en add th e flavoring. 
Beat th e wh ites until th ey are -stiff 
and add to th e first mix ture. 
Mix and 
sift th e flour with salt, and cut and 
fold in at th e last. 
Do not stir after 
th e flour is folded in. 
To mix cake containing butter, get 
all 
th e 
ingredients 
measured 
and 
ready . 
Work th e butter with a wood 
en spoon until it is soft and creamy . 
Add 
sugar gradually 
and 
continue 
beating. Add th e y olks of eggs, beaten 
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ligh t. 
Add ih e liq uid, th e flavoring, 
Smith Boy d’s name was brough t up th e flour and th e baking powder. 
I^ast- 
to h er, but sh e did h er h air in anoth er ly cut and fold in th e beaten wh ites of 
way , h igh on h er h ead instead of low , th e eggs.

In filling th e pans, h ave th e m ix ture 
come well to th e cornprs and sides, 
with a sligh t depression in center. 
Th en, wh en baked, th e cake will be 
flat on top. 
If y ou ex pect th e cake 
to rise to th e top of th e pan, th e dough 
sh ould fill about two-th irds of th e pan. 
Th e baking of th e cake is even more 
im portant th an th e meth od of mix ing. 
You must h ave perfect control of th e 
fire, so as to regulate th e tem perature. 
No oven th erm om eter is th orough ly 
satisfactory and th e simple tem pera­ 
ture tests are still as reliable as any ­ 
th ing y ou can get. 
If y ou h ave a 
piece of y ellow' wrapping paper, place 
it in th e oven. 
F or loaf butter cakes, th e tem pera­ 
ture sh ould be such th at th e paper will 
burn golden brown in 5 minutes. For 
lay er cakes, th e time sh ould be 4 m in­ 
utes, For angel cake and sponge cake, 
th e time sh ould be 7 minutes. 
If y ou use a piece of wh ite paper, it 
sh ould turn a deep y ellow in 5 m in­ 
utes to be righ t for butter cakes, or a 
ligh t y ellow' in 5 m inutes for sponge 
cake. 
Try th is recipe for a plain loaf cake: 
Cream two cups of sugar with % 
cup of butter. Add two eggs, one at a 
time, and th orough ly beat th e mix ture. 
Sift togeth er four teaspoons of baking 
powder and about six cups of flour. 
T ake one cup of milk. 
Add a small 
part of th e milk, th en some of th e 
flour, th en milk, etc. 
By adding milk 
and flour alternately th e mix ing is 
m ore th orough ly accomplish ed. 
Bake 
from 40 to 60 m inutes in a m oderate 
oven. 
Th e time of baking sh ould be so di­ 
vided th at th e cake will begin to rise 
in th e first q uarter of th e baking 
period, it sh ould finish rising and be­ 
gin to brown in th e second q uarter, it 
sh ould continue to brown in th e th ird 
q uarter, and sh ould finish browming 
and leave th e sides of th e pan in th e 
fourth and last q uarter. 
W h ile th e cake is baking, th ere 
sh ould be noth ing else in th e oven, 
and th e cake sh ould be near th e cen­ 
ter. 
Wh ile it is in a soft condition, 
th e cake sh ould not be moved. W h en 
it h as fully risen, It may be moved 
occasionally to Insure even browning. 
Ix >ok at it often during baking. 
If it 
is done carefully , th ere will be no dan­ 
ger of th e cake falling. 
W h en th e cake is th orough ly done, 
It will spring back q uickly if pressed 
gently with th e finger on center of 
cake. 
A clean tooth pick, not a dirty 
broom-straw', may be th rust into th e 
cake and sh ould come out clean with ­ 
out any particles of dough adh ering to 
It. 
As soon as th e cake is out of th e 
oven, remove it from th e pan. 
If 
the 
cake sticks, turn it upside down and 
la y a damp cloth over th e bottom for 
a few’ minutes. Don’t h urry it. Loosen 
the cake around th e edges with a 
knife and rest pan on its four sides 
successively . Th en invert and remove 
the pan.
